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CONFEDERATION IMPOSSIBLE UPON 

iA BASIS OF INEQUALITY. : 
“Confederation cannot be carried on upon a basis of inequality” is the language in 
which Premier Sifton describes the situation and furnishes a reason sufficient in itself to 
icompel the federal authorities, whether anxious or no, to hand over the resources and 
thereby place this province upon a basis of equality with such provinces as British Colum- 
ibia and Ontario, which already have their own resources. 

The present structural architecture of confederation is all awry. There is an 

absurd inequality about the representation. Eastern provinces which have not increased in 
population in the past ten, fifteen or twenty years, some of which have actually lost in 
population, are represented by the same number of members in the dominion house as fif- 
teen or twenty years ayo, while the west, which has been increasing at a tremendous rate 
for the past decade, is still represented by the same membership provided by a redistribution 
based upon a census of eleven years ago. Manifestly, this is wrong; but when, added to 
this glaring inequality in representation, is considered the circumstance that these eastern 
representatives, coming as they do from provinces which control their own resources through 
their own legislatures, have an equal voice with our western members in the federal house 
concerning the disposition of our western resources, it can be seen at a glance that here is 
an inequality so great that confederation upoa such a basis cannot be carried on for any 
great length of time. 
Upon this question of the provincial cpntrol of the resources Premier: Sifton’s. utter- 
‘ances in ihe debate upon the reply to the speech from the throne leaves nothing indefinite 
as to the Alberta government’s attitude. Premier Borden has made-a promise to the west and 
the people of the west have a right to look to him for the fulfilment of that promise. If the 
conservative members of the legislature refuse to coincide with this position, then they must 
rest under the onus of being opposed to the province being given control of its resources. 
The conservative leader in the legislature has no answer to this declaration except 
to say that the members of the government have changed their position; that they now 
oppose Dominion control where once they favored it. Waiving the point that under the 
Borden government these resources are now being controlled against the west where they 
Were once handled for the benefit of.the west, it must be.clear that if the -liberals have 
changed their position, then so have the consetvatives; otherwise the parties would be 
unanimous. But, accepting the conservative allegation, if the two parties have changed posi- 
tions, then the conservatives must have changed from right to wrong and the liberals from 
wrong to right. = on

HISTORY, 


Charles Powlett Thompson, Lord 
Sydenham, Governor General of Can- 
ada, died 72 years ago today, Sept. 19, 
1841, from injuries caused by an av- 
cidental fall from a horse, He had be- 
gun his duties as Governor of Canada 
about two years before, and had shown 
great tact, ability and statecraft in deal- 
ing with the many and varied problems 
then confronting Canada, Under his 
regime, in 4840, the Upper and Lower 
Provinces were reunited, and he had 
already taken the first steps) toward 
the working out of a system of real re- 
sponsible government when death in- 
tervened, In the opinion of most his- 
torians, Lord Sydenham would have 
found a conciliaiory way out of the dif- 
ficulties which were soon to bring 
about one of the most stormy periods 
in Canadian political history. His suc- 
cessor, Sir Charles Bagot, who assum. 
ed the governorship in the follewing 
October, attempted to carry on the Sy- 
denham policies, bat he, too, died be- 
fore his work was more than com- 
menced, ‘he struggles for responsi- 
ble government in -Canada reached a 
crisis during the administration: of Sir 
Charles Metealfe, who assumed the 
governorship in 1848, and that of the 
Earl of Elgin.

Mr. Whyte, who ds stopping at the Al- 
berta hotel, bas just returned from an in- 
spection trip along the Athabasea and stur- 
geon rivers to look Into the work of the 
hydrographical engineering parties that are 
al work on these two rivers,

bupply, “that Alberta and Saskatchewan un- 
fortunately were endowed by nature with 
a water supply that falls below that uf the 
average country, This is due in part, of 
course, to the severe winters when springs 
and sources of water freeze up so solidly, 
There Js no noticeable shortage of water 
just vet_in the summer time, although as 
the country is settled up, say half a ecen-

German Princess Ends Life 
in Her Own sable 


Heidelberg, Germany, Sept. 
Princess Sophia, of Saxe-Weimar-Eis- 
enach, a beautiful young, woman, ‘un- 
usually popular, of sunny disposition 
and much courted by the officers with 
whom she often rode behind the 
hounds at the Baden Court hunts, com- 
milted sutcide early this morning. Her 
body, with a bullet wound in the ‘tem- 
ple, was found this morning in her 
room in the palace of her father, 
Prince William. 

The death of the princess was due 
to a love affair, She was engaged to 
Hats Von Bleicheroeder, the eldest son 
of the senior member of one of the 
most powerful ee houses in Ger- 
many, When the engagement was an- 
notnced prematurely some months ago, 
ft Was learned that the reigning grand 
duke, Prince Witliam Ernest, strenu- 
ously opposed the union until ‘the prin- 
ess renounced all her titles and digni- 
ties. This, she refused to do, Prin- 
cess Sophia and her parents were much 
peloved in Heidelberg for the interest 
they trad taken in the poor and the 
general public welfare, although the 
father was iby no means wealthy, and 
was Jiving on an’ appanage from — the 
relgning grand duke. As head of the 
family the grand duke objected to tlie 
union of the princess with aman who 
occupied an inferior station in life. 


Hep father, it is said, was inclined _ to 
accede to his daughter's wishes, but 
was unable to take an independent 


stand on account of his financial de- 
pendence on the grand duke. 

While the princess had been — pre- 
vented from marrying, they had often 
peen seen together at Heidelberg since

AND PACK FRUIT 


Government Experts  Investi- 
gating in Fruit-Growing » 
Sections of Northwest 


Portland, Ore., Sept. 19,—What ts the 
best way to pick, gather and pack frult, 
and what degree of ripeness ts best at 
which to start harvesting operations ? 

The question {8 a serious.one and. {ts 
solution really means the success or failure 
of the fruit industry, The United States 
government 1s now trying to. solve the 
problem, H, J. Ramsey, pomologist of the 
government, {5 making a tour of leading 
frult-producing sections of the Pacific Coast 
and it gathering his data at close range, and 
has conferred with officals of the North- 
western fruit exchange of this city regard- 
ing various matters in connection with hts 
work. 

“There fs a certain degree of ripeness at 
which frult {3 best to send to market,’? says 
Mr, Rumsey, “and we are trying to find 
this degree, We want to find it for. two 
reasons—-it will give the producer a chance 
to get the bulk of his crop to market In the 
best. marketable condttlon and tt will 
enable consumers to secure a better quallty 
of product than they have been accustomed 
to, 

‘We will continue our Investigation tnts 
Season as to the best methods and varieties 
of apples for storare purposes. Our work 
therefore has been most successful, and 
when-we arrive at a definite result we will 
give the report to the public. 

“We will also endeavor to find the best 
methods of pleking, packing, and marketing 
of prunes. We started this work two 
years ago, but were unable to continue it 
last season,” 

Mr, Ramsey goes from here to the Rogue 
River valley, where he will investigate the 
pre-cooling and shipping of the pear crop..

A VISITOR to Edmonton, on Saturday, the 6th day of September, 
1913, decided on taking a walk to see something of the City that 
is the Gateway to the 50 millions of fertile acres in the Peace River 
country. The City’s marvelous growth of the past 10 years im- 
pressed me and as I recalled that out of every 100 acres in the vast 
wheat lands from Winnipeg to Edmonton only an average of 5 acres has 
as yet been plowed, | could not help but be impressed with what the future 
holds in store for the capital of Alberta. - It seemed inevitable that if a 
city could grow to Edmonton’s present size with 5 acres under cultivation 
and practically all the Peace River country undeveloped, what must. its 
future be when, 10, 20, 30 or 50 acres out of every 100 to the South 
have been cultivated and even a part of the vast Peace River country was 
made to produce, and as I knew that the immigration to Alberta and the 
Peace> River country was increasing every year | was forced to the con- 
clusion that Edmonton will continue to grow rapidly, and as I looked at the 
map and saw Edmonton’s central location, 1 recalled what a teacher in 
physical geography in the East had told our class a number of years ago, his 
words were as follows: ‘If any of you young men go West, settle in a 
central location, for where trade centers there will your cities be.’ — It is 
the one and only explanation of large cities—central location. Manufactur- 
ers and-all other industries will inevitably locate in central locations. 
While in Edmonton, I walked North on 27th Street, saw its fine houses, 
stores and newly laid pavement and it seemed to me that 27th Street pos- 
sessed that central location among streets which is the secret of business 
streets as well as city location. 1 continued North, crossed the Interurban 
Street Railway Line and noted the level prairie country adjoining the Inter- 
urban Street Railway and thought what splendid suburban property. Edmonton 
had and how little of natural obstacles there were to. overcome, and saw 
that the grading of streets, the laying of sidewalks and other suburban im- 
provements would be attended with as little difficulty as any city I ever saw. 
As | continued North I met a young contractor, Mr. E. O. Drake, 
engaged him in conversation, and found he had just taken a contract for 
building 20 cottages (the smallest of which were 20 by 28 ft., plastered, 
painted and finished in. approved city style) a store, restaurant, 4 miles of 
sidewalk and-interurban depot in one of the suburban townsites known ‘as 
“Summerland.” He explained to me that his contract called for the com- 
pletion of these houses within 5 weeks from the 6th of September and that an- 
other 10 houses were to be completed within 8 weeks from that date. He also 
told me that he had beep kept very busy during the entire summer building and 
selling houses, and with the experience of 7 years’ residence in Edmonton, his 
confidence grew each year and he made, the*statement that he believed 
Edmonton would grow at the rate of 20,000 people every year. My con- 
versation with him-increased my faith in Edmonton’s future, and I have 
since engaged many others in conversation and find a spirit of optimism and 
faith based on past experience and knowledge of the natural resources yet 
undeveloped that assure for any country a great future.
